Total of 70 families with young children to miss out 

AXE SET TO FALL 
ON HOMESTART 
FAMUY CHARITY 


A CHARITY 
which provides 
support for 70 
families with 
young children is 
likely to lose all the 
funding it gets 
from Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

The Homestart 
Charity is set to lose the 
£34,000 it gets from the 
Children’s Services 
directorate from next 
April. 

This year, its money 
was reduced to £20,000 
in a “phased withdrawal” 
of funding. 

The money it gets 
from BCBC is used to 
help 32 families through¬ 
out Portheawl, Bridgend 
and Pencoed. 

But the work that 
Homestart does in the 
valley areas, plus 
Cornelly-Kenfig Hill and 
Cefn Cribwr, is funded 
from a separate grant 
from the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
which is targeted at areas 
of high deprivation. 
Their work in those areas 
will carry on. 

Homestart operates by 
training volunteers to 
help families which need 
help. The only criterion 
is that there should be at 
least one child under the 
age of five. 

The loss of the fund¬ 
ing could mean that the 
entire operation in the 
Bridgend-Porthcawl area 
will be lost, with all fam¬ 
ilies losing support and

30 volunteers axed. 

Homestart is a nation¬ 
al charity that started up 
in Bridgend in 1997, 
covering the valleys. In 
2000, it expanded to take 
in the whole borough. 

One of the scheme 
managers is Sally 
George, who runs the 
Bridgend operation. She 
said that the charity 
helps families with 
young children who may 
be in need of support for 
a variety of reasons. 

“The people we help 
are often families where 
there are a number of 
children born close 
together or those with 
twins,” said Sally. 

“Sometimes there is a 
single parent - we help 
single mums and dads. 
Sometimes, a parent or 
child may have disabili¬ 
ties or there may be other 
reasons for stress. Every 
case is different.” 

Many families are 
referred by health visi¬ 
tors or social workers 
and each is assessed by 
either Sally or her col¬ 
league Lynne Thomas, 
who runs the northern 
sector. 

If they are accepted, 
the family is then 
matched with a suitable 
volunteer, who goes 
along to help. 

“It could be as simple 
as helping to get the chil¬ 
dren ready for a shop¬ 
ping trip or an outing to 
the park, or just playing 
with the child while the 


mother washes her hair 
or has a chill-out” said 
Sally. 

“Volunteers are never 
left alone with the chil¬ 
dren and sometimes, 
being with the parent is 
as important as being 
with the child. It gives 
support to them as well.” 

The volunteers are 
both male and female 
and sometimes the men 
go to single mums in 
order to provide a male 
role model to young 
boys. Sometimes, a 
female volunteer will go 
to a single dad to help 
him with a daughter. 

She said that the char¬ 
ity also has an important 
role in training volun¬ 
teers - many of them go 
on to undertake training 
to become social work¬ 
ers or go into the caring 
professions. The charity 
liaises with Bridgend 
College over the training 
regime. 

Some volunteers are 
older people who are 
parents or grandparents 
and who use their expe¬ 
rience to help young 
families. 

The charity was told 
last January that 
Children’s Services were 
withdrawing funding. It 
was initially proposed to 
take away all the money 
from April but, after a 
protest, it was decided to 
stagger it with £14,000 
going this year and 
£20,000 next year. 

Sally explained that 


while WAG targets areas 
of deprivation in 
Communities First and 
similar areas, there were 
small pockets of depriva¬ 
tion in every community 
- including Portheawl 
and Bridgend. There 
would appear to be no 
funding to help people in 
those areas. 

“We have children liv¬ 
ing in bedsits with their 
parents in Portheawl but 
it’s a side of the town 


that people do not see,” 
she said. “We are desper¬ 
ate to keep the service 
going to help all the fam¬ 
ilies who rely on us.” 

Sally has been with 
the charity since 1998 
and is a senior manager. 
Apart from Lynne, the 
only other employee is a 
part-time secretary. 

The cuts would mean 
axing one of the man¬ 
agers and reducing the 
secretarial hours.

Financial chief 
stole from his 
Bridgend firm 


THE former 
financial con¬ 
troller of a 
Bridgend-based 
company defraud¬ 
ed his employers 
of thousands of 
pounds over a five- 
month period. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that at the time, 
45-year-old Mark 
Roberts was under 
financial pressure. 

Roberts, of Cardiff, a 
man with no previous 
convictions, admitted 
seven charges of fraud 
and was sentenced to 10 
months imprisonment, 
suspended for two years 
and ordered to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work 
for the community. 

Prosecutor Steven 
Harmes said: 

“This case involves 
a breach of trust. 

“At the time of the 
offences, in 2008,

Roberts was the finan¬ 
cial controller of Dekor 
PLC of Bridgend, over¬ 
seeing all finances and 
with full access to the 
accounting system. 

“He received 

£43,000 a year salary 
and a car. 

“It was discovered 
that over a period of 
five months, he had 
submitted false petty 
cash claims “ 

When arrested, said 
Mr Harmes, he “tried to 
deflect the allegations 
away from him.” 

His counsel, Roger 
Griffiths, said: 

“His best mitigation 
is his guilty plea. It is 
true that when arrested, 
he tried to avoid culpa¬ 
bility. 

“I accept it cannot be 
avoided that there was a 
great breach of trust.” 

Roberts, he said, had 


now lost his good name 
and reputation, having 
been a management 
accountant all his work¬ 
ing life. 

He said the company 
had taken him to 
County Court and 
obtained a judgement 
against him for 
£145,000. 

“Foolishly, he fell to 
temptation.” said Mr 
Griffiths. 

Judge Patrick Curran 
said: “Basically, you 
stole from your employ¬ 
er by fiddling petty cash 
vouchers and obtained 
between £2,000 and 
£3,000. 

“You were in the 
highest possible posi¬ 
tion of trust.” 

He said he began 
committing the offences 
within two months of 
starting his employment 
and had written to the 
court apologising, and 
saying he wanted to 
make full recompense.

Santos of Colombia 
described his coun¬ 
try as champions of 
kidnapping, 
degrading human 
rights, killing and 
displacement of 
people. 

Colombia, he said, 
was the nearest thing to 
hell as a country. I met 
him last week as part of 
a delegation from Justice 
for Colombia which 
included three 
Westminster MPs, six 
MEPs, two senior 
lawyers and the general 
secretaries of six UK, 
one American and two 
international trades 
unions. 

Colombia is the size 
of France, Germany and 
the UK combined and 
has a population of 45 
million people. You may 
know the country from 
the Harrison Ford film 
Clear and Present 
Danger. 

The capital district of 
Bogota is home to 
around 8.5 million resi¬ 
dents. Colombia exports 
petroleum (BP is the sec¬ 
ond largest foreign 
investor), coal (the 
largest opencast mine in 
the world), emeralds 
(over half of the world’s 
emeralds), nickel, gold, 
copper, iron ore and nat¬ 


ural gas. Agriculture 
employs 25 per cent of 
the workforce, with 
exports of bananas, sug¬ 
arcane, palm oil and cut 
flowers. It is also a 
major illegal exporter of 
cocaine to the UK. 

For 45 years there has 
been a war in Colombia, 
mainly between govern¬ 
ment forces and leftwing 
guerrillas groups. 
Recently, right wing 
paramilitary organisa¬ 
tions, often working with 
the security forces, have 
joined the conflict. The 
war causes immense suf¬ 
fering for the people of 
Colombia 

In 2002, a group of 
British trade union lead¬ 
ers were the first official 
delegation from the UK 
to visit Colombia. 

During their week’s 
visit, six trade union 
activists were assassinat¬ 
ed and the group 
returned home vowing to 
work to raise awareness 
of what was happening. 
In March 2003, Justice 
for Colombia was 
launched. 

During our five days 
in Colombia, we met 
with newspaper editors, 
lawyers, the president 
and vice-president elect, 
the foreign minister, sen¬ 
ior trades unionists, fam¬ 
ilies of victims of the 
‘false positive scandal’ 
and flew to the town of 
La Macarena to hear tes¬ 
timonies of victims and

relatives of victims of 
human rights abuses who 
have disappeared. Many 
of them were possibly in 
the graves of possibly up 
to 2,000 unidentified 
bodies alongside the 
local army post. 

We visited political 
prisoners in Buen Pastor 
women’s prison, met 
with senators and con¬ 
gressmen, families of 
Colombians for Peace 
and the UK British 
Ambassador. 

Nominally, Colombia 
is a parliamentary 
democracy with elec¬ 
tions every four years, 
but there is wide spread 
corruption, low turn-out 
and serious violence 
within the political 
process. 

Colombia’s paramili¬ 
tary death squads are 
responsible for much of 
the violence, abuses and 
deaths in the country. 

The paramilitary have 
three sources - landown¬ 
ers and business people, 
drug cartels and army 
death squads developed 
to carry out a dirty war 


against the guerrillas and 
suspected sympathisers. 

High levels of vio¬ 
lence are used, assassi¬ 
nations, massacres, tor¬ 
ture and sexual violence. 

In the 1990s, they 
merged into the (AUC) 
United-Self Defence 
Forces of Columbia. The 
AUC and the Colombian 
military patrol together, 
have joint offensives and 
share bases and commu¬ 
nications facilities. 

This close relationship 
has been recorded by the 
UN, Amnesty 
International and Human 
Rights Watch. The para¬ 
political scandal has also 
revealed close links 
between senior political 
figures and the paramili¬ 
taries. 

Evidence showed the 
DAS worked with para¬ 
militaries to carry out 
assassinations, electoral 
fraud and protected drug 
operations. 

Life is cheap in 
Colombia. Up to the end 
of June 2010 at least 31 
trades unionists have 
been murdered, 196 


The airport parking tariff 
treats public with disdain 


I F we were not 
sure previously 
as to the disdain 
in which we, as cus¬ 
tomers, were held 
by airline and air¬ 
port authorities, 
this is now con¬ 
firmed by the new 
parking arrange¬ 
ments at Cardiff 
Airport. 

Over the last few 
years, I have travelled to 
well over 100 airports 
throughout the world 
and in all that time, with 
the single exception of 
Cardiff Airport, I have 
never been charged a 
drop-off fee. 

We are informed that 
there is an alternative 
free drop-off and pick¬ 
up area available in 
Long Stay One that is a 
mere two-minute walk 
from the terminal build¬ 
ing. 

No it’s not! With lug¬ 
gage, it is nearer five 


minutes - that’s if you 
are lucky enough to find 
parking; and where are 
the luggage trolleys? 

The Cardiff Airport 
website actually antici¬ 
pates our dissatisfaction 
and allows us to com¬ 
plain about the ‘Drop¬ 
off Zone’ arrangements 


by calling 01446 
712501 and leaving a 
message “.. .and an air¬ 
port representative will 
get back to you.” 

To date, some 36 
hours later, my phone, 
as I pessimistically pre¬ 
dicted, has remained 
silent. To call this a third 


world imposition is an 
insult to those countries 
who do not impose such 
money-grasping, penny- 
pinching and, above all, 
mean-spirited, tariffs.

Two begging letters’ were 
not authorised by cabinet 

F urther to 

Coun Sean 
Aspey’s letter 
which appeared in 
your newspaper 
recently, I have now 
heard of yet anoth¬ 
er magic figure of 
£2,000 quoted by 
BCBC. 

Chris Royal, who runs 
Newton Post Office, has 
told me that this also 
appears to be the going 
rate for a signpost to 
inform visitors of the 


existence of his post 
office. 

What is more worry¬ 
ing is that after Coun 
Aspey’s letter appeared 
in your newspaper, a let¬ 
ter was received by 
Porthcawl Town Council 
from BCBC claiming 
that two of these beg¬ 
ging letters were sent 
without the knowledge 
of cabinet. 

The “requests for 
financial support” in 
question were apparently 
the ones asking for 
money towards the anti¬ 


bullying programme and 
the replacement of bicy¬ 
cles that had been stolen. 

This must raise very 
serious concerns about 
the seemingly unsuper¬ 
vised actions of employ¬ 
ees at BCBC. Are they 
given a free hand to fire 
off letters at will? 

The letter says that 
these requests “have 
attracted some media 
attention”. Bet they did¬ 
n’t like that, then!

union activists disap¬ 
peared and many impris¬ 
oned and attacked. 

A total of 4.5 million 
people have been moved 
off their land and out of 
their home regions. A 
land area the size of 
Austria has been seized, 
often after the execution 
of local community lead¬ 
ers, massacres of com¬ 
munities and the disap¬ 
pearance of individuals. 

In November 2005, 
the Ministry of Defence 
issued Directive 29 giv¬ 
ing a financial bonus to 
soldiers and incentives, 
including leave days and 
promotion for killing a 
guerrilla. 

This led to an upsurge 
in extra-judicial killings 
of men and boys, who 
were then dressed in 
guerrilla uniforms to 
claim rewards. 

Our group took evi¬ 
dence from mothers in 
Soacha where boys from 
a poor neighbourhood 
were seduced with false 
offers of employment, 
taken hundreds of miles 
away by the army and 
killed before being 
dressed in guerrilla uni¬ 
forms. 

When the families 
tried to reveal what had 
taken place, they 
received death threats 
and some were killed. 
The UN High 
Commissioner for 
Human Rights investi¬ 
gated and said that the 
scale of killings in 
Columbia constituted a 
‘crime against humani¬ 
ty’ . In Colombia, these 
are known as false posi¬ 
tive killings. 

At La Macarena, we 
attended a hearing of 
evidence of disappear¬ 
ances, killings and dis¬ 
persals. The day after we 
left Colombia, President 
Uribe visited La 
Macarena and praised 


the soldiers allegedly 
responsible for the abus¬ 
es and said those attend¬ 
ing the hearing there 
were linked to terrorism. 

The defence minister 
Gabriel Silva reportedly 
claimed that images of 
the unidentified graves at 
La Macarena were in 
taken in the former 
Yugoslavia. 

Impunity is at the cen¬ 
tre of the human rights 
crisis in Colombia. No- 
one is brought to justice 
for the killings. The UN 
reports that in 98.5 per 
cent of cases where the 
army has executed civil¬ 
ians no one has been 
brought to justice. 

Here in Bridgend, the 
Gerado Cruz award is 
presented at the 
Bridgend College annual 
awards ceremony to a 
student in trade union 
studies. Gerado Cruz 
was assassinated on his 
return to Colombia fol¬ 
lowing a visit to 
Bridgend and the college 
had followed events in 
Colombia ever since. 

Colombia is a major 
exporter of cocaine. The 
use of paramilitary 
forces is seen by some as 
a way forward in 
Afghanistan. The UK 
will soon be asked to 
sign a free trade agree¬ 
ment with Colombia. 

A foreign office min¬ 
ister will attend the inau¬ 
guration of President 
Santos. I have urged the 
minister to set bench¬ 
marks for the new gov¬ 
ernment, in human rights 
and trades union rela¬ 
tionships, in the disband¬ 
ing of the DAS and sup¬ 
port for the judiciary. 

Until these are in 
place, there should be no 
British support of the 
free trade agreement.

Service at Maesteg Fire 
Station and experienced, 
at first hand, what it was

do? 

RUTH O’NEIL of 
Emmaus explains 
how the movement 
started, and how it 
works. 

H ave you 

heard of 
Emmaus? 
Often we find that 
people say ‘No’ 

We’re hoping to 
start an Emmaus 
Community in 
Bridgend, so we want 
to let you know more 
about this charity. 

It all began in 
France in the 1940s 
when Abbe Pierre was 
working with many 
desperately poor and 
homeless people. 

He realised that 
those who are destitute 
needed more than just 
a roof over their heads 
and food in their 
mouths. 

What they really 
needed was to regain 
their self-confidence 
and a sense of purpose 
in life. Not just a hand 
out, but a hand up. 

This led to the 
founding of first 


like to be a fire fighter 
and understand how 
smoke travels, learn 
about breathing appara¬ 
tus and fire fighting tech¬ 
niques, drills such as 
hose running and 
removal techniques from 
road traffic collisions. 

They also learnt about 
the service’s values of 
teamwork, self respect, 
integrity and confidence. 

An essential part of a 
fire fighter’s role is to 
save life and all of the 
boys received first aid 
training and a ‘Heart 
Start’ certificate, a quali¬ 
fication which will be 
valuable to them in later 
life. 

Conway Hawkins, 
Safer Bridgend anti¬ 
social behaviour reduc¬ 
tion co-ordinator said: 
“Operation Phoenix is a 
fantastic initiative which 


Emmaus community in 
Paris where ‘compan¬ 
ions’ lived and worked 
together to make a liv¬ 
ing from refurbishing 
and selling unwanted 
goods. 

Over the following 
decades, more commu¬ 
nities were set up in 
France and also around 
the world. In 1992, 
the first community 
opened in the U.K in 
Cambridge. 

Since then, other 
communities have 
opened in England and 
Scotland, but Emmaus 
Bridgend would be the 
first in Wales. 

Each community is 
an independent trust 
but belongs to the fed¬ 
eration Emmaus UK, 
which provides invalu¬ 
able administrative 
support. 

Emmaus 

Communities offer a 
home to people who 
have become home¬ 
less, but it is not just 
somewhere to stay. 
Those who join a com¬ 
munity become ‘com¬ 
panions’ working in 
the community busi¬ 
ness. This provides a 
sense of belonging and 
self respect, which 
makes all the differ¬ 
ence. 

Communities also 
give help and raise 


all of the boys thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed, they learnt a 
great deal about the work 
of fire fighters and have 
new found respect for the 
role. 

“In addition, they now 
have a greater awareness 
of the dangers of arson 
and consequences of 
committing crime and 


money for other 
Emmaus communities 
and for other chosen 
charities, so they make 
a difference in the 
wider world. 

The work communi¬ 
ties do varies, but usu¬ 
ally includes running a 
large store selling sec¬ 
ond hand and refur¬ 
bished furniture and 
other goods. Unwanted 
goods are collected 
and sold on to mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

The aim is for the 
community to become 
financially self-sup¬ 
porting after a few 
years. Meanwhile, we 
need to raise funds to 
buy and adapt the 
home for the compan¬ 
ions, and to buy or rent 
a business premises 
nearby. 

We hope you will 
support some of our 
fundraising events in 
future and enjoy them.

Puddle Lane is now 
clear... but what next? 
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Bridgend Youth Theatre’s Sweeney Todd 
leaves the audience dazed and dazzled

H ere in The GEM, we often get 
letters saying that what 
Bridgend county borough needs 
is a bigger venue than the Grand 
Pavilion, which has a capacity of up to 
600 or so. 

Well, after seeing the Bridgend Youth Theatre’s 
terrific production of Sweeney Todd, I can’t help 
wondering if there really is an audience in the 
county borough. 

Under Roger Burnell’s overall direction, and 
with a talented production team, it has established 
a reputation over 10 years for high quality pro¬ 
ductions. 

Nevertheless, it ran for three nights last week 
and only on the final night (Friday) was there 
anywhere near a full house. 

After 10 years watching the youth theatre, I am 
afraid that nothing is going to shift the general 
population in the county borough out of their 
comfortable armchairs and off their derrieres. 

My guest was not a fan of the show, and isn’t a 
big fan of musicals, but she was dazzled by the 
whole theatrical experience. 

Rob Brydon, a former student under Roger 
Burnell, drove down from London to see it - and 
raved about it afterwards. He wasn’t alone. 

Those local theatre-goers who stayed home 
missed a rare treat. 

Ah well, here endeth the rant and on to the 
show. 

Sweeney Todd is the tale of a man wronged. 
Benjamin Barker is transported to Australia by 
the evil Judge Turpin, who has designs on 
Benjamin's beautiful wife. 

Benjamin escapes and comes back 15-or-so 
years later. His name is now Sweeney Todd and 
he has revenge on his mind. 

The fact that the judge is now the guardian of 
Benjamin's daughter, Johanna, and that Johanna is 
now a beauty herself - and therefore an object of 
attraction for the depraved judge - only increases 
his desire to get that revenge. 

When his chance of revenge is thwarted, he 
goes mad and becomes the ‘Demon Barber of 
Fleet Street’. 

The show has a conventional hero (Anthony - 
a ship’s captain) and a damsel in distress 
(Johanna). Anthony sees Johanna and falls madly 
in love. 

Sweeney has an ally, Mrs Lovett, who carries a 
torch for Benjamin Barker - although he is too 
wrapped up in his own world to notice. Mrs 
Lovett, however, has a practical streak, and as the 
body count rises, she uses the raw material to 
transform her ailing meat pie business. 

Mrs Lovett has a young assistant, Toby, who 
used to work for a rival barber, until Sweeney 
Todd murdered him. 

We are not heading for a happy ending. 

There was a last-minute drama in the produc¬ 
tion when Scott Dale, who was originally cast as 
Sweeney, was called up for the X-Factor boot 
camp. This meant that Nicky Phillips had only 
two weeks to learn a complicated role. 

Nicky lives in Porthcawl now, but hails from 
Maesteg, and he has something in common with 
another son of Maesteg, Ray ‘Chico’ Hopkins. 

It was Chico's bad luck to be a scrum half at 
the same time as Welsh legend Gareth Edwards - 
who hardly ever got injured. 

In Nicky’s case, his time in the Bridgend Youth 
Theatre coincided with first Aneurin Barnard, and 
then Alyn Hawke, two talents that were tough 
competition. 

Nicky has been tutoring the youth theatre jun¬ 
iors in the last few years, but his strong voice was 
ideal for the role - and he deserved all the praise 
and applause that came his way on the night. 

Sweeney Todd is a role that really lets an actor 
let rip, and he showed great power and intensity 
throughout. 

His big number, ‘Epiphany’ when he finally 
goes over the edge and advances on the audience, 
razor in hand, must have scared the wits out of 
the front row! 

Mrs Lovett needs to be flirtatious, amoral, 
cold-blooded and (above all) funny. Melanie 
Stevens was all of these and, quite simply, got 
everything right. 

She has to handle some convoluted Sondheim 
lyrics, and still make sure the audience gets the 
joke, and she rose to the challenge.

(Johanna) were a fine pair of star-crossed lovers, 
and had to tackle a horrendously complicated 
duet (Marry Me Sunday). 

It must have been a truly intimidating song to 
sing, but they came through it seamlessly. 

Sweeney Todd has several meaty character 
parts, and Jack Gillard made the most of the oily, 
nasty piece of work that is the Beadle, going glo¬ 
riously over the top. 

Mari Izzard, similarly, playing the mad beggar 
woman, produced a physical, manic performance, 
with the right note of tenderness occasionally 
breaking through. 

David Garner was a cold, measured Judge 
Turpin, and Kieran Bluck was good as the 
‘Italian’ barber Pirelli - a comic turn that gave 
him every chance to show what he can do. 

Finally, there is the pivotal role of Toby, played 
by Joe Wiltshire Smith. 

Toby is a comic character for most of the show 
- but things change when he sings ‘No one’s 
going to harm you’ to Mrs Lovett. 

It is a wonderful song, not just because it has a 
great melody, but because the whole plot changes 
when he tells Mrs Lovett that he has guessed that 
Mr Todd is up to no good. 

In a flash, Mrs Lovett’s evil side appears, 
going from being amused to resolving to kill the 
trusting Toby. 

Beautifully sung by Joe, and with Mel Stevens 
playing her part to perfection, it was a great the¬ 
atrical moment. 

It wasn’t the only great moment, because this 
really was a high-quality production, full of imag¬ 
ination, and split-second timing. 

The direction and staging, by Roger Burnell, 
Xenia Yardley and Carl Ryan, should take the 
credit for that, while Mike Plowman’s work with 
the cast on the treacherous musical score deserves 
a definite round of applause. 

Gus O’Donnell’s set design was equally impor¬ 
tant to the show. 

I dropped in a few times when this show was 
in the early stages of rehearsals, and I sensed 
some anxiety in the cast. Some may have felt it 
was beyond their capabilities. 

It is nice to be able to tell them they were 
wrong!

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Opencast mine 
appeal turned 
down by judge 


CELTIC Energy 
has lost its appeal 
against the Welsh 
Assembly’s decision 
to block an exten¬ 
sion to the Park 
Slip-Margam open¬ 
cast mine at Kenfig 
Hill. 

The company had its 
planning application to 
extend the mine refused 
by both Bridgend and 
Neath Port Talbot 
Councils and then 
appealed to the Assembly 
which organised a public 
inquiry. 

Environment minister 
Jane Davidson dismissed 
the appeal, leaving the 
company to go to the 
High Court to get that 
decision overturned. 

But in Swansea last 
week, a judge ruled in 
favour of the Assembly 
and against Celtic 
Energy. 

Local residents have 
fought for years against 
the planned extension 
which would have seen 
the destruction of the 
ancient Hafod Heulog 
woods and the diversion 
of the Afon Cynffig. 

The company argued 
that it needed to extract 
an extra 1.5m tonnes of 
coal from the extension

in order to fund the 
restoration work needed 
on the previous opencast 
mining excavations. 

The company has two 
weeks from receiving the 
decision letter to lodge a 
further appeal through 
the courts. 

Long-term campaign¬ 
er Gaynor Ball, who lives 
just off Crown Road near 
the boundary of the pres¬ 
ent site, said that resi¬ 
dents were not celebrat¬ 
ing yet, but that they 
were quietly optimistic 
that after so many years, 
they had finally seen off 
the threat of further 
opencast mining in their 
community. 

There has been open¬ 
casting in the area since 
the 1940s with operators 
going back through the 
same land time and again 
at deeper levels. 

Mrs Ball stated that 
under the planning con¬ 
ditions laid down when 
the last planning applica¬ 
tion was granted, it was 
stated that restoration 
should begin as soon as 
the coaling ceased. 

“There has been no 
coaling here for two 
years as we waited for 
this result. There have 


been no men or machines 
on site and it has been 
mothballed. We now 
expect the company to 
come back on site and 
start the work of restor¬ 
ing this land to some 
semblance of what it was 
before.” 

The area involved 
stretches back from the 
Crown Road area, run¬ 
ning behind the Cefn 
Cribwr ridge as far as the 
Eforddygyfraith road. 

“It is a huge area and 
there’s a very deep exca¬ 
vation there,” she added. 
“It will be a huge opera¬ 
tion and there will be a 
nuisance to residents but 
it will be worth it in the 
long run. 

“We have been backed 
in this fight by politicians 
at every level from the 
community council up to 
the Assembly and the 
whole community has 
been involved. It has 
brought us all together. 

“We live here and it is 
our quality of life we are 
talking about.” 

Adrian Helmore, the 
business development 
manager with Celtic 
Energy, said that the 
company was still con¬ 
sidering the court’s deci¬ 
sion and would not be 
making a decision about 
what to do next for a few 
weeks. 


Homestart is desperate to find 
alternative sources of funding

There are 58 volun¬ 
teers working for the 
charity - half in each 
area. The placements in 
the Bridgend sector 
would be axed if new 
funding cannot be found 
to keep the scheme 
going. 

Volunteers range in 
age from 24 up to people 
in their 70’s. They are 
only paid out-of-pocket 
expenses. All volunteers 
go through a ten-week 
induction course. 

At the moment, the 
charity is desperately t^- 
ing to find alternative 
sources of funding and is 
also doing fund raising 
itself. 

It has kept all services 
going this year by using 
some of its contingency 
funds but these will run 
out if its income is 
slashed as proposed. 

The charity has also 
written to community 
councils and has had 
some donations, includ¬ 
ing £2,000 from 
Laleston. 

The project received 
170 referrals last year 
from the whole area - 
more from the Bridgend 
area than from the val¬ 
leys, where other 
schemes like Flying Start 
have been established. 

Sally stated that the 
work of the charity was 
more crucial in Bridgend 
in many ways because 
there is nothing else in 
the area people can turn 
to. 

Bridgend AM Carwyn 


Jones sits on the charity’s 
management committee 
but we were unable to get 
hold of him, despite leav¬ 
ing a message. 

Messages were also 
left for Bridgend MP 
Madeleine Moon and for 
Peter Foley who chairs 
the children’s scrutiny 
committee at BCBC but 
we had no responses 
from these before going 
to press. 

The charity has also 
written to every council¬ 
lor explaining the situa¬ 
tion. 

Liberal Democrat 
leader Cheryl Green said 
that the issue of cutting 
the grant to Homestart 
had been scrutinised 
when councillors were 
discussing the budget 
earlier in the year. 

“I was very unhappy 
with the cut because this 
is a very valuable service 
which not only helps 
families, but also pro¬ 
vides invaluable training 
for young people think¬ 
ing of becoming social 
workers. 

“I do not believe we 
should be cutting the 
other £20,000 next year 
and I foresee this coming 
up again at the next 
budget round. In my 
view, it is money well 
spent out of the council’s 
multi million pound 
budget. 

“We get extraordinary 
value for this money. We 
will be defending this 
grant.” 

She said that losing 
this service in Bridgend, 
Porthcawl and Pencoed 


for the sake of £20,000 
was ridiculous. 

The vice chairman of 
the charity’s manage¬ 
ment committee is Ann 
McAllister, who ran Y 
Bont when it was first set 
up. She has been in this 
position before when the 
Social Services depart¬ 
ment cut the funding for 
Y Bont. 

“This is so short sight¬ 
ed,” she said. “The 
money they give us pre¬ 
vents many family 
breakdowns. If only one 
of the families we now 
help breaks down 
because our support is 
withdrawn, the cost to 
the council of putting 
children into care and 
providing other support 
will far outweigh the 
£20,000 saving they are 
making. 

“This service is literal¬ 
ly unique. There is noth¬ 
ing else like it. Social 


workers do not have time 
to take children to the 
park or do the ironing but 
our volunteers do. 

“The money that we 
get is peanuts compared 
to the council’s budget of 
hundreds of millions. It 
also benefits the volun¬ 
teers and provides a route 
into social work for 
many people.” 

Coun Ken Watts, who 
is a children’s champion 
at the council, said that 
he would raise this with 
Coun Foley to see if the 
children’s scrutiny com¬ 
mittee could look into it. 

“This is a false econo¬ 
my,” he warned. “I know 
that cuts have to be made 
somewhere but everyone 
is pushing the need for 
early intervention to pre¬ 
vent family break-down 
and this flies in the face 
of that policy. It will be 
counter- productive.” 

A council spokesman 


stated that officers pro¬ 
posed in February that 
the funding should be 
reduced over a two year 
period to allow 
Homestart to make con¬ 
tingency plans. 

The budget for 2011- 
2012 has not yet been 
agreed. Consultations 
will take place later this 
year with a final decision 
on the second cut due to 
be made next year. 

The spokesman 

added: “The national 
economic recession and 
the financial difficulties 
facing the public sector 
will inevitably mean that 
the council will be facing 
some difficult decisions 
in order to balance the 
budget.” 

The charity also gets 
£14,500 from the ABM 
health board for the proj¬ 
ect each year and that 
money has continued to 
date. 


Ward closed 

A SECOND ward at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital has 
been closed to new admissions. 

Last week, we reported that Ward 8 
had been closed because of an out¬ 
break of C-difficile. 

This week, the adjoining ward. 
Ward 7, has been closed because of an 
outbreak of viral gastro-enteritis. 

A spokesman for the ABM health 
board denied that there was any C-diff 
on Ward 7. 

The sluice room on Ward 8 has been 
closed because of renovation work 
going on but the trust denied last week 
that staff had been emptying bedpans 
into the sluice on Ward 7. They said 
that a bathroom on Ward 8 was being

used. This week, the board said that 
because of the number of patients suf¬ 
fering with diarrhoea in a short period 
of time over the weekend, it was con¬ 
sidered that they could possibly have 
viral gastro-enteritis. 

The ward was closed to admissions 
and transfers as a precaution. Infection 
control measures have been imple¬ 
mented. Samples from patients on 
Ward 7 have been sent to the laborato¬ 
ry for analysis but they have tested 
negative for C-diff. 

The spokesman added that there was 
nothing to indicate that what happened 
on Ward 7 was linked to the C-diff 
cases on Ward 8 which remains closed.

recycling.” 

As householders begin 
to get used to the new 
weekly recycling and 
fortnightly landfill sack 
collections, BCBC and 
new waste partners May 
Gurney are suggesting 
ways in which the 
scheme can be boosted to 
become speedier and 
more efficient. 

Coun John Spanswick, 
BCBC cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“The first thing we have 
to say is thank you and 
well done to our fantastic 
residents. 

“They have made an 
amazing effort to adjust 
to the new scheme. 

“We must be honest 
and say that the roll-out 
has not been perfect in 
every area, but it is clear 
that everyone - the coun¬ 


cil, May Gurney and 
most importantly house¬ 
holders - are really try¬ 
ing and getting behind 
the new scheme. 

“The majority of resi¬ 
dents clearly understand 
why we have needed to 
bring in this new way of 
collecting waste. 

“The message is - 
please carry on, you are 
doing a great job. But we 
also know that house¬ 
holders would like more 
information about recy¬ 
cling in the most efficient 
way and for the collec¬ 
tion service to be quicker. 

“In the coming months 
weTl be sending out 
more door-to-door mate¬ 
rial to keep the momen¬ 
tum going. In the mean¬ 
time, we want to offer 
some tips which will 
make the service an even 
better one.”

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Town Council 
is lobbied over 
the fire station 


PLANS to change 
the way in which 
Maesteg Fire 

Station is manned in 
the future were out¬ 
lined to Maesteg 
Town Council at its 
meeting on Tuesday, 
Jayne Isaac reports. 

Deputy chief fire offi¬ 
cer Kevin Barry outlined 
the proposed changes 
which would affect three 
stations within the South 
Wales Fire Service area - 
Penarth and New Inn 
near Pontypool are also 
listed. 

Town councillors were 
lobbied by more than 20 
firefighters from 

Maesteg and Bridgend, 
who are opposed to the 
changes. They later came 
into the meeting to hear 
the presentation. 

The meeting heard 
that the changes are 
being forced on the 
authority by its dire 
financial situation and 
expected cut-backs to its 
budget which will be 
made over the next three 
years or more. 

Mr Barry explained 
that the new self-roster¬ 
ing scheme was already 
in use in some other fire 
authorities in the UK and 
also in America. 

At the moment, 
Maesteg has 28 full time 


fire fighters working 
there on four watches of 
seven. Five are actually 
on duty at any one time. 

They work a shift pat¬ 
tern of two days, two 
nights and then four days 
off. 

He said that self-ros- 
tering allowed the num¬ 
ber to be cut to 12 or 13 - 
no final decision on that 
has been taken. The staff 
would themselves work 
out a roster ensuring that 
there were always five on 
duty. This would bring 
real flexibility into work¬ 
ing hours for firefighters. 

Each firefighter would 
work a 24-hour shift - 12 
hours of active service 
and 12 of stand down, 
sleeping in purpose built 
en-suite bedrooms at the 
station. They have 
already been provided at 
the Maesteg station when 
it was revamped last 
year. 

During the year, each 
fire fighter would work 
152 24-hour shifts a year, 
leaving them with 213 
free days. They would 
only be able to work a 
maximum of four shifts 
in a row. 

The new pattern 
would be voluntary and 
those fire fighters who 
did not wish to work in 
that way would be rede¬ 
ployed to other stations. 

Mr Barry also stated 


that only the quietest sta¬ 
tions could adopt this 
pattern of work - it could 
not be introduced into the 
busier stations. 

Maesteg is one of the 
three quietest stations 
with an average of 533 
incidents a year. 

He said that Maesteg’s 
second crew which was 
retained (part timers) 
would be unaffected and 
would continue to pro¬ 
vide cover for the town’s 
second pump. 

While second pumps 
were being reviewed, he 
felt that the retained crew 
in Maesteg was safe 
because the town is 
located on the extreme 
western edge of the fire 
authority’s area right on 
the border with mid and 
west Wales. 

They could not reply 
on the retained pump at 
Cymer being available, 
and there would be no 
way of getting a second 
pump up to Maesteg 
quickly enough from any 
other station in south 
Wales, so keeping the 
second retained crew was 
crucial. 

A full report on the 
meeting will be published 
in next week’s GEM. 


Former 
factory 
will be 
no more 

RESIDENTS living 
around the former 
Cooper Standard 
Products factory in 
Maesteg have received 
letters stating that it is 
to be demolished. 

Letters have been sent out 
by the Building Control sec¬ 
tion of the council stating that 
the owners, which is the coun¬ 
cil, will demolish the factory 
after August 30. 

The factory closed down 
two years ago when the pro¬ 
duction was transferred to 
Poland. It manufactured rub¬ 
ber channelling for cars. 

The site was later bought by 
the council using a Welsh 
Assembly Government grant. 

The site adjoins the former 
Revlon factory which is being 
demolished at the moment. 

A council spokesman said 
that the whole of the Ewenny 
Road industrial site was allo¬ 
cated for employment uses in 
the current Unitary 
Development Plan but this is 
now being reviewed and there 
may be a mixed-use designa¬ 
tion of this land in the future. 
This could include some hous¬ 
ing. 

The Revlon site is privately 
owned, but the council is in 
talks with the owners to try to 
ensure that the entire site is 
redeveloped in a comprehen¬ 
sive way. 


VILLAGE IN SHOCK 
AFTER CHILD’S DEATH 


VILLAGERS in 
Llancarfan are “numb 
with grief’ after the 
death of a nine-year-old 
girl, Cerys Potter, while 
on holiday in Turkey. 

It has been reported that 
she died when she was 
thrown out of a raft, which 
capsized after hitting a sub¬ 
merged rock. 

Her mother Julie and 
her elder brother are 
understood to have been on 
holiday at the time. 

A village source told The 
GEM: “The whole village is 
numb with grief over this 
tragedy, and our thoughts 
are with Julie and her fam- 

V^iy-” _ 


He added that many vil¬ 
lagers had been deeply 
upset by some media 
reports {not in The GEM), 
which had lingered on 
scenes in the aftermath of 
the rescue operation. 

He also said that vil¬ 
lagers felt that some of the 
reporting back in the vil¬ 
lage of Llancarfan had 
been unnecessarily intru¬ 
sive. 

Commenting on the 
tragedy, Bryan Jeffreys, 
director of learning and 
development at the Vale 
Council, said: “This is a 
great loss to all. 

“Cerys was a very caring 
and conscientious child 
who actively engaged with 


the school and community, 
making her well-known to 
all the staff, pupils and 
their families. 

“She was very involved 
with school life, being part 
of the hockey team and the 
eco committee, and her 
happy and enthusiastic 
nature made her popular 
with all. 

“This is devastating 
news and we would like to 
offer our support to her 
family and friends during 
this difficult time. Cerys 
will be very sadly missed.” 

All staff at The GEM wish 
to offer their condolences to 
the grieving family. 


Police appeal over two 
incidents in borough 


THE South Wales Police 
are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses following an inci¬ 
dent near the Grove Golf 
Club in Porthcawl at 
about 6.30pm on 
Saturday, July 31.

Don’t take right 
turn and ruin 
your Show day! 


S OME of the 
huge crowd 
that turned up 
last year to enjoy

“It’s simple, really,” 
says David, “but you 
must realise that when 
exiting the field you may 
appear to travel in the 
‘wrong direction’ for a 
short while. 

“Our overall traffic 
management plan has 
not really changed this 
year; but for the first 


time this year, there will 
be legal traffic orders in 
place that will prohibit 
certain vehicle move¬ 
ments in and around the 
showfield on showday. 

''The legal orders will 
mean that it will be an 
offence under the Road 
Traffic Act to make a 
right hand turn from the 
showfield entrance on to 
the main road, so please 
don’t be tempted, as the 
police will be watch¬ 
ing!”

American TV series 
following four ‘sol¬ 
diers of fortune’ as 
they help the help¬ 
less to overcome 
evil. 

A cult classic, a film 
has been mooted from as 
long ago as 1994, but 
finally makes cinema 
screens under the aus¬ 
pice of director Joe 
Carnahan. 

Set in the present day, 
army rangers Hannibal 
(Liam Neeson), Face 
(Bradley Cooper), B A 
(Quinton ‘Rampage’ 
Jackson) and Murdoch 
(Sharlto Copley) are a 
Special Ops unit with a 


flair for the ridiculous 
and getting the job done; 
until they’re set up and 
jailed, having been 
thought to have been 
involved in the stealing 
of money-printing 
plates. 

Escaping, the four¬ 
some plan their revenge 
on those who set them 
up, determined to clear 
their name before they 
are caught up in a situa¬ 
tion even they cannot 
escape from...

artistically bereft, whole. 

Much of the weight of 
this adaptation rested on 
casting the right actors 
in the iconic roles, 
something that was no 
doubt an exercise in 
hoping for the best, 
given the attachment 
much of the audience 
has for the original 
actors. However, it is 
one that pays dividends, 
with the four main actors 
acquitting themselves 
well, paying lip service 
to the nature of the origi¬ 
nal actors, but placing 
their own stamp. 

Those querying Liam 
Neeson’s action creden¬ 
tials would be well 
served to watch the vast¬ 
ly underrated Taken, 
where the one-time 
Oskar Schindler takes 
great delight in whoop¬ 
ing evil, but here he 
brings a gravitas and 
weight to proceedings, 
echoing George 
Peppard’s role in the 
series, but giving his 
own take on the charac¬ 
ter; his execution of 
lighting a cigar and lov¬ 
ing what happens ‘when 
a plan comes together’ is 
wonderfully light but 
enjoyable. 

Bradley Cooper is 
building a reputation in 
Hollywood for being a 
comedic act with a good 
touch, and the reputation 
remained in place here, 
bringing charm and 
charisma to the role of 
Face. 

He delivers the quips 
with aplomb, the action 
sequences with gusto, 
and there’s more than a 
few rippling pectoral 
muscles for the ladies to 
take in. 

It is, however, the two 


little known actors who 
create the biggest 
impression, Quinton 
‘Rampage’ Jackson hav¬ 
ing the big boots of Mr 
T to fill, and fill them he 
does, giving his B A a 
little more grounding in 
reality and less of the 
chunky gold jewellery, 
in a subdued yet solid 
turn which fits in well 
with the film as a whole. 

Sharlto Copley will be 
recognised by many for 
his role in last year’s 
District 9, and as 
Murdoch, lights ups the 
film with some hugely 
comedic moments. 

Nabbing the film from 
his co-stars, Copley is 
hugely amusing and cap¬ 
tures the anarchic 
humour and mindset of 
the character wonderful¬ 
ly- 

With well-placed sup¬ 
port from Jessica Biel 
and a smarmy and slimy 
Patrick Wilson, the per¬ 
formances, while unlike¬ 
ly to trouble Oscar vot¬ 
ers, are perfectly posi¬ 
tioned within the nature 
of the film, and, much 
like the film as a whole, 
seem to be not shy about 
letting on how much fun 
they are having, which 
translates well. 

Given the demand for 
blockbusters with brains. 
The A-Team is 
unashamedly lacking in 
them, the film taking no 
great pains to make any 
allegories about war, 
corporate greed or any 
of the other elements 
films seem to take great 
delight in shoehoming in 
under the surface.

highlighted come the 
film’s overly bombastic 
climax, a sequence that 
while cleverly construct¬ 
ed, is hamstrung by poor 
editing and an OTT- 
approach that makes the 
rest of the film look 
remarkably sedate.

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LOCAL PHOTOGRAPHER SNAPS 
UP PANORAMIC BRONZE MEDAL 



A PORTHCAWL photographer 
has been awarded a bronze medal 
in the International Panoramic 
Photographic Awards - a compe¬ 
tition that attracted more than 
2,500 entrants from all around 
the world. 

It was the first time an international 
competition had been organised in the 
relatively new discipline of panoramic 
photography, and was organised jointly 
by the two multinationals, Nikon and 
Epson. 

MALCOLM NUGENT, who is a reg¬ 
ular contributor to The GEM, entered a 
portfolio of work, but his favourite was 
the photograph (above) of the stepping 
stone at Ogmore. 

Malcolm explained to The GEM that 
panoramic photography was becoming 


more and more popular with the devel¬ 
opment of computer programmes that 
‘blend’ a series of photographs into one 
long one. 

He also corrected several misconcep¬ 
tions that a layman (ie this reporter) 
might have about panoramic photogra¬ 
phy. It does not, apparently, depend on 
a motorised camera moving across the 
field of view. 

There is an old joke, usually told 
about school photographs, which 
involves one pupil standing at one end, 
and then jumping down, sprinting 
behind his classmates, and then appear¬ 
ing at the other end - to be in the photo 
twice. 

A good story but, says Malcolm, 
quite impossible, because the cameras 
that took those photos would scan the 
line in less than one second! 

In many ways, Malcolm’s bronze 


medal is completing the circle. When he 
was a student in England, he and a 
friend decided that their year-end proj¬ 
ect would be to invent a panoramic 
camera. They set to work and complet¬ 
ed that project, with some success. 

The photograph held by Malcolm 
(right), is the result of that work and 
shows the high street in High Wycombe 
- as it was more than 50 years ago. 

Things suddenly became quite excit¬ 
ing then, because they patented the 
mechanism they had invented, and 
there was interest from the photograph¬ 
ic giant Minolta. 

The company took the design away - 
but two years later, launched their own! 

Malcolm said; “I would like to claim 
that they stole our design, but theirs 
was different, and it did work better!”

TONY SNAPS MOVING 
PICTURE OF CHARITY’S 
EFFORTS IN AFRICA 


A BRIDGEND 
ambulance man’s 
record of a charity’s 
work in a third 
world country, has 
had pride of place in 
an exhibition. 

South-east regional 
First Responder officer 
Tony Rossetti, a keen 
photographer, was 
picked as the top snapper 
to capture the essence 
behind PONT 

(Partnerships Overseas 
Networking Trust) at a 
recent photographic 
competition celebrating 
the charity, which is 
based in Pontypridd. 

The Welsh Ambulance 
Service joined forces 
with PONT to improve 
the lives of residents in a 
district of Uganda called 
Mbale and ‘Make 
Poverty History’ there. 

Nine ambulance serv¬ 
ice frontline staff, includ¬ 
ing Tony, have, in the last 
year, twice visited Mbale 
on invitation by PONT to 
try to set up an emer¬ 
gency ambulance service 
for the region. 

In November 2009, 
they passed on clinical 
skills to more than 60 
health workers and, on 
returning to the area in 
April this year, Tony 
trained a further 17. 

While in the region, he 


captured on film the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service group’s efforts to 
teach basic life-saving 
skills to the residents, 
and their new found rela¬ 
tionships with the people 
they met in Mbale. 

His efforts won for 
him first and second 
prize in the PONT com¬ 
petition held recently. 

Tony said: “I am really 
proud that my efforts to 
capture life out in Mbale 
have been recognised. 

“It’s been such a hum¬ 
bling experience to go 
out there. The people are 
fantastic, they are so 
willing to learn, despite 
contending with condi¬ 
tions that we would 
never see here in Wales. 


“On my return trip in 
April, I also had more 
strategic meetings with 
senior health officials 
from the three districts of 
Mable, Manafwa and 
Bududa - the scene of a 
major landslide last year, 
- to agree on the three 
motorcycle ambulance 
pilot schemes.” 

He added: “I also had 
the opportunity to visit 
the landslide re-settle¬ 
ment camps, which was a 
very moving experience. 

“Ugandans are very 
resourceful people who, 
despite the enormity and 
tragedy of the ‘Aberfan’ 
type disaster experienced 
in the Bududa district on 
St David’s Day this year, 
just seem to accept it and 


strive to help each other 
and move on.” 

The paramedics and 
technicians from the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service are collecting 
donations for the Mbale 
service and plans are 
being drawn up to bring 
Ugandan medics to 
Wales to boost their 
training skills. 

The group is fundrais¬ 
ing for PONT and is 
looking to purchase a 
number of special sidecar 
motorbikes for the 
region.
